With a great many trees there ia no 


possible return to the individual from 
the tree until it reaches lumber size, 
except perhaps a little firewood which 
should be produced from trimmings 
and thinnings. 


Bluck walnut is one species which 


promises the greatest returns from 
planting. The wood is by far the most 
vuluable of any tree (frown in America, 


and the world has nothing finer for 
cabinet making, because it i« beautiful 
in itself and takes a wonderful polish. 


Jn addition to growing the most val- 


uable wood crop that can be pitoduced 
in this country, after the first few 
years the trees will produce an abund- 
ance of nut*, which always find a ready 
market 
and are «ag«rly sought by 


young America. 


Walnut makes excellent fence post* 


and is almost indestructible. Oa the 
lawn or in the pasture the grass grows 
right up to the trunk, where other 
trees occupy a much greater space, as 
their roots feed near the surface and 
sap the life from the soil in a large 
circle. Walnut is a good tree to Ijlant 
along highways because it grows its 
branches high, which lets in the sun 
and allows the rapid drying out of the 
road. It is immune to fungu* diseases, 
and. with the exception of one or two 
caterpillars, insects will leave it alone. 


On account of its peculiar taste 


horses and other animals will not 
nibble these trees; FO, taking it all 
around, the walnut fe^nvi to he our 
best tree for replanting.

TAe Evening Up Process 


little town in the end is bound to come into its own. 


A Thru the immutable workings of the Law of Compensation 
there is bound to be an evening up process. What we may suf- 
fer in one respect, what losse< we incur in one i\ ay, are sure to 
be made up 10 us in another. 


There is no denying the fact that during the troublous 


times of the war the large cities, the great industrial centersj 
profited at tije expense of the smaller towns like Cteshocton.j 
The big cities got the war orders, their manufacturing plants 
were Crowded v.ith •work, they had a tremendous volume of 
business and their wages soared skyward. 
] 


It is equally true with all this abnormal prosperity for the! 


great industrial center^ that there was a corresponding dullness 
for the small town. The small town plant was unsuited for big 
war work. And as practically all peace time industry stood still, 
for a period of two years it was inevitable that the small city! 
should suffer in comparison with the large. 


Our own town during the years of 1917-18-19 and the first 


half of 1920 afforded a fair illustration of what was happening 
in—and happening to—every city of this size. With a cessa- 
tion of peace time activities and the inability of the small town 
plant to get the big war contracts, there was an unavoidable 
tendency of population to drift to the large cities. 


Due to the character of our local industries it may be said 
that Coshocton much more nearly held her own thru those three 
years than the average city of 10,000. While conditions here 
were not ideal in that period, they could have been much worse, 
in fact were worse in hundreds of towns similarly situated.

the most sudden and unfortunate slumps in America's industrial 
history, the country town has come into its own.

the excessive wages of the war period in all rhe big industrial 
centers has come the inevitable period of XO WAGES AT ALL. 


The payroll in the small city that or.lv rose to moderate 


heights in'the abnormal days IS AT LEAST STILL A PAYROLL. 
The factory that was only able to pay its men moderate wages 
during the years of inflation IS STILL PAYING THEM. 


Deflation was bound to come, but it has had slight effect 


in cities like Coshocton WHOSE INDUSTRIES WERE NEVER 
OPERATED ON AN INFLATED BASIS. The big cities looked 
good to all of us from 1917 on to last soring, BUT THE CO- 
STTOCTON? OF AMFKTCA ARE TOOKING MIGHTY GOOD 
THESE DAYS TO UNTOLD THOUSANDS OF PRODIGALS 
•who yielded to the lure of the cities. 
There are signs that the present depression will not last 


much longer. Men of experience in the business and commer- 
cial world expect to see marked improvement this spring 
If 


the turn has come and if business mends witnin the next ninety 
days, then Coshocton will never have known that there was a 
depression except as the misfortune of others always indirectly 
affects us.

ing advantages to offer which their young men and women will, 
if they are wise, weigh carefully before exchanging for the 
artificial gains held out by the larger centers of population.
